TO ERADICATE WILD ONIONS

J. T. Coons, one of Montgomery
county's most progressive fanners,
has been seeking a way to rid his
land pf wild onions and wrote to the
College of Agriculture at the Uni-

versity of Kentucky for information
on the subject. The following let
ter, which will be of interest to
farmers, was received by Mr, Coons :

Lexington, Ky., March 1, 1922.
Mr. J. T. Coons, Mt, Sterling, Ky.

Dear Sir: I have your letter of
February 27. Perhaps an oil spray
would be tho most practical method
of handling thexmions in these small
patches. I do not know whether the
oil from the automobile would bo
effective or not, but imagine that it
would. Tjjo Indinna station hns
carried qn experiments with tho use
of oil, for ' the eradication of wild
onions and have had very success-
ful results. They 'recommend tho
use of orchard-heatin- g oil, which' I
prosumo is crude oil with most of
tho gasoline and more volatile parts
removed. At the same time this is
porhaps moro volatilo than your au-

tomobile oil. I suppose you intend
to use tho waste oil after it has lost
its value for lubricating purposes.
Gasoline is too volatile and will

the onions; neither would
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and I should hinkthe automobile
oil would perhaps be qui(e satisfac-
tory. There is no necessity in cut-
ting tho tops off Let them get a
goojl start and. then sprinkle oil on
liberally. This- - will kill evervthinr.
but will not injure the soil for rais-- !
ing future crons.

Wild onions can be eradicated by
consistent cutitng off, although' it
may take two or three seasons. Keep
them cut off .all summer so that they
will not get a chance to breathe.
You are certain to destroy them in
a short time if you do this.
